It  is  intended  to  supplement  the  Forms  of 
Prayer  already  issued  by  the  S.P.C.K..  Mowbrays,  Longmans,  etc.

War  is  made,  not  by  tendencies  and  forces,  but  by  men  who,  if  they  knew 
what  was  in  each  other’s  hearts,  would  never  make  it,  and  who,  if  they 
could  feel  the  sorrows  they  cause  to  each  other,  would  ask  each  other’s 
forgiveness.  That  is  true  of  the  Germans,  whatever  their  infatuation,  as  it 
is  true  of  us;  and  it  is  this  ultimate  truth  which,  if  we  would  not  suffer 
spiritually  more  than  we  suffer  materially,  we  must  be  careful  never  to 
forget.

Our  task  is,  even  in  the  midst  of  this  war,  to  remove  the  idea  of  rivalry 
from  our  minds  and  all  the  illusions  that  spring  from  it.  A  nation  is  made 
up  of  men  and  women,  and  it  cannot  be  Christian  to  other  nations  unless 
they  in  their  thoughts  and  words  are  Christian  to  other  nations.
